Washington, March 24.—Rever­ 
sing a previous vote, the Senate 
approved today a proposal to per­ 
mit navy purchases 
of

corned beef from Argentina. 
The proposal, offered 
as 
an 
amendment to the naval 
supply 
bill, failed on a tie vote of 32 to 
32 last week. Vice-President Wal­ 
lace was entertaining at a lunch­ 
eon and thus was not present to 
break the tie. 
W ithout objection, 
the 
Senate 
today approved a motion by Sen­ 
ator 
Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, 
the m ajority leader, to correct the 
roll call to make the vote 33 to 32 
in favor of the amendment. The 
amendment then was ordered en­ 
grossed as a part of the naval bill.

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia 
had told the Senate he had voted 
for the amendment, but that his 
vote had not been recorded.

Nonpartisan Liquor 
Bill Passes Senate 


Jefferson City, March 24.—By a 
vote of 22 to 6 today, the Senate 
passed the Donnelly bill provid­ 
ing that liquor inspectors, assist­ 
ants and deputies be appointed on 
a bipartisan basis with an equal 
num ber chosen from each of the 
m ajor political parties. 
The bill was introduced by Sen­ 
ator Phil M. Donnelly of Leban­ 
on who explained that his pur­ 
pose was to take 
the 
enforce­ 
m ent of the liquor control act out 
of partisan politics so far as is 
possible. He said the 
bill 
was 
modeled after the state highway 
patrol law, which provides that 
members of the patrol be chosen 
in equal num bers from the two 
parties. 


Under the term s of the Don­ 
nelly bill, assistants, deputies and 
inspectors in the Departm ent of 
liquor control would be named in 
equal num bers from the two dom ­ 
inant parties by a board consist­ 
ing of the Governor, the Lieuten­ 
ant Governor and Attorney Gen­ 
eral. O therw ise the qualifications 
for employes of the liquor depart­ 
m ent are left as in the present 
law*.

The slou ghs were form ed by the 
drainage of nav igation p ools along 
•the Mississip p i riv er. 
The 
six 
nav igation 
p ools,

created last y ear, are drained at 
the close of the nav igation season, j 
u su ally abou t December 1. After j 
they are closed they are allowed 
to drain, 
leav ing 
hu ndreds 
of i 
thou sands of fish stranded. 
To 
meet this situ ation .the Commis­ 
sion 
last 
y ear 
established t he 1 
northeast Missou ri Rescu e Station 
in Fik e cou nty 
The size of the rescu e job this 
time, howev er, 
necessitated 
the 
help of rescu e crews from ev ery 
hatchery in the state ex cep t Se- 
q u iota. The fish rescu ed were 8 0. 
p er cent crap p ie, 14 p er cent blu e- 
gill and six p er cent bass. The 
fish were p lanted in su itable p u b­ 
lic waters. 
If all the lesp edeza which Mis - 1 
sou ri N atu re Knights hav e p lant­ 
ed along Missou ri fence rows were 
p lanted along an imaginary fence 
arou nd the border of Missou ri, it 
wou ld reach one and one third 
tim es arou nd the state.

Lawn Offers 
Planting Test 
For New Owner 


Owners of new homes, facing 
their first season of gardening ac­ 
tivities this Spring, have a prob­ 
lem which is intensely interesting 
but one likely to contain difficul­ 
ties for the inexperienced. 
Seasoned land owners acquire a 
knowledge of local soil conditions, 
fertilizers, plants, and 
care 
of

gained largely through trial and 
error.

GOOD TOPSOIL NEEDED 


Good topsoil is the secret of a 
successful lawn and the healthy 
growth of trees and shrubs. If 
good topsoil existed on the origin­ 
al site, it should have been strip­ 
ped and placed in piles and re­ 
spread over the ground after the 
construction is completed and the 
subgrading done with earth exca­ 
vated from foundations. 
The layer of topsoil should be 
about six inches in depth. 


SOIL PREPARATION 
IMPORTANT 


A lawn will yield more perm a- 
ment satisfaction if the ground is 
properly prepared prior to sod­ 
ding or seeding. Fertilizer should 
be added to the soil in the Spring 
and a temporary lawn made by 
seeding with clover or other le­ 
guminous cover crop. 
This will 
kill out many of the Spring weeds. 
The tem porary growth is spad­ 
ed unaer in early Fall and the 
perm anent lawn grasses seeded. 


EXFERIENCE OF OTHERS 
VALUABLE 


Another suggestion offered 
by 
the FHA is to get the experience

Bill Passes Senate 


Jefferson City, M arch 24.—By a 
vote of 22 to 6 today, the Senate 
passed the Donnelly bill provid­ 
ing that liquor inspectors, assist­ 
ants and deputies be appointed on 
a bipartisan basis w ith an equal 
num ber chosen from each of the 
m ajor political parties.

of partisan politics so far as is 
possible.
